I will also tell you that several of us have made hotel reservations at the Hotel Ponchartrain 
across the street from Cobo Hall.

I received a couple of letters concerning Ken Jingozian's editorial in COA's last., issue. 
First from Rod Walker. 

Hindsight is alv/ays more accurate than foresight. It is certainly fair to say that had 
Neville Chamberlain known the future course of events, he would ' not have negotiated the 
Munich agreement as he did. However, I do not see that lack of precognition equates to "pin- 
head". I feel that he can justly be criticised for betraying Czech.... however, anyone who 
studies the events in the light of their own times will have to admit that Chamberlain did 
not act stupidly... and that his actions were widely praised by his contemporaries as high 
statemanship. We must say now that perhaps he made a mistake (in fact, he assuredly did} 
However, the czld political fact is that Chamberlain could no more have led England into 
war in 1938 than Roosevelt could have led the U.S. into war in 19^0. If Chamberlain misjudged 
Hitler, he did not misjudge the temper of the times. 

The problem of nuclear disarmament today really bears no relationship whatsoever to the 
Sudetsnland squabble. The issues are in no way the same, although at -uhis point I womld 
prefer not to send you several pages of disquision on why this is so. Be that as it may, 
the issues now are very much more complex and ultimately the price for failure would be a war 
which would be more than the Bad Thing or Bloody Nuisance which Chamberalin had to contemplate 
it would instead be a global disater. The demonstrations and other manifestations of wide- 
spread public concern simply point to the overriding fact in this mess: we all have a common 
interest in not being incinerated. 

That is not to say r,hat the "Ban- the Bomb crowd has any monopoly on truth. They tend to 
overestimate the willingness of the Great Powers to use nukes, and they tend to overestimate 
the ease with which the use of tactical nukes might degenerage into an exchange of city-smashe 
So they are probably much more worried than they need to be. 

On the other hand, the need for nukes, in terms of numbers, is being grossly overestimated. 
Somehow there is this peculiar tendency to count warheads and give a presunptiora -of "victory" 
to the one with the larger number. But nukes are not tanks or battalions. They don't go 
out on the battlefield and oppose each other, so in terms of numbers once you have enough 
you don't need more, no matter how many your opponent has. This is the problem with a 
simplistic mind such as Reagan's he apparently can't grasp that. Neither can the coneheads 
who seem to be in charge of the USSR's military machine. There are presently more than 
enough nukes in Europe to oppose Soviet infantry and tank columns (that is, wipe them out) 
and have plenty left over to hdld Soviet civilian centers in ransom... not counting the ICBM 
and I.CB arsenal in North America. What counts now... has been the only thins that counts for 
quite some time... is the technological sophistication of the delivery system, not numbers 
of warheads. Reagan therefore has nothing to lose (other than face) by accepting a "freeze" 

I can recall when a ban on above ground testing was being debated in terms almost identical 
to the rhetoric surrounding the "freeze" debate... opponents of the ban were assuring us all 
that this would insure. Soviet "superiority" and they's walk all ovbr Europe and us. Amazing 
how ail those doom and gloom predictions were conveniently forgotten when the ban materialized 
and the horrid consequences didn't. I'd suggest that the only thing we will get from a freeze 
will be a world one step closer to a sanity and a . .safefcy it has not known for a century.

But what disappoints me even more is the manicheism of so many Americans 
True, we haven't to be overproud of a CHAMBERLAIN, nor of a DALADIER, but 
have your history books been rewritten by the KGB that they omit President 
WILSON'S naivety. Franklin D. ROOSEVELT'S great performance at Yalta, or 
Jimmy "Who" CARTER'S splendid sentence "I've realised the Russians are 
liars" . . . ? 

Moreover, it is untrue to say or write that European pacifists are pro- 
testing against U.S. missiles only. We are well conscious of the threat 
Russian SS-20's are imposing us, but we are also well conscious of the 
fact that basing your Cruise or Pershing II missiles in our backyards will 
make said backyards even nicer targets if ever war breaks out. And we, much 
more than you, have experienced what a war can be... 

All along this century, thousands and thousands Europeans have died for 
■ Democracy. And we are not such cowards as to refuse to fight again for the 
ideal of Freedom and Justice. But we are becoming more and more convinced 
that we - the Western World - are not always standing on the right side. 

The communist vision of economy has resulted into a total and dramatic 
failure. But, despite what a Tommy SWIDER might write, capitalism hasn't 
been a success either. Or should one consider a success the fact that 
capitalism applied to education has resulted into your 23 million 
illiterates? That capitalism applied to urbanisra has led to being mugged 
in the 5"th Avenue? That capitalism applied to ecology has led to acid 
rains? That capitalism applied to Latin America has given birth to the 
"National Security" doctrine, its schools of torture and the "disappearing" 
of 30 many Argentines... And, finally, that capitalism applied to the 
largest part of this planet makes that a child dies of starvation every 
minute?

From Ken Jingozian 

As the author of the recent article about the peace movement currently taking place in 
Eurppe (as well as elsewhere including the USA) I feel compelled to respond to the letters 
you have received expressing other points of view. Though I usually leave my articles 
unsigned, I now humbly asmit to authoring other articles appearing in COA, inc^ading letters 
from the leper, a lobotomy operation and others. Like these, the articlec on the European 
peace movement was conceived for fun, but also represented my genuine opinion, as an after- 
thought though somewhat exaggerated. 

The point, I suppose, to reiterate, was that there are few if any demonstrations against 
the rather overt policies of the Soviet Union. If we assume that the USA and the USSR are 
both equally guilty for escalating the arms race during the last 5 years (and this is a lot 
considering the USA being lead by a borderline dove named Jimmy Carter during the bulk of 
time) , why is the USA invariably the target of such demonstrations.

Whether it be our unequalled contribution 
to the IMF and the U.N. , our countless humanitarian effort or even the planning for the 
defense of the West, (it must be done no matter how distasteful) I think we generally 
mean well, (as well as any nation can given their own national interests) I don't think 
we can say quite the same thing about the Soviet Union. 

Finally recent history has shown that pacifism has frequently lead to aggressor opportunitie 
Strength it seems, rather than weakness, more often preserves peace.
